THE DAY’S PROCEEDICGS. 


Temporary Organization—Large Attend ince 
and Great Enthusiasm, 

CnicaGo, August 18.—The scenes about the 
lobbies of Jeading down town hotels this after 
noon, were not unlike those preceding the 
national political conventions, Delegates to 
the Irish national league present in the city 
number about fourteen hundred, and when 
not engaged in obtaining their credentials to 
admit them to the fluor of the convention hall 
and in obtaining tickets of admission for their 
friends, were actively caucusing in behalf of a 
favorite leader forthe presidency. Dr. O’Rily, 
treasurer of the league, arrived this morning 
and, assi.ted by the secretary, began to pass 
upon the credentials of delegates. He com- 
pleted his labors shortly after 1 o’clock, in 
time for the opening of the convention at 2 
o'clock, Four Irish members of parliament 
here were made members of the committees on 
resolutions and given seats in the convention, 
e0 that the platform adopted may be in har- 
mony with Mr. Parneil’'s views, 

A Luge streamer, bearing the words, “God 
save Jreland,’’ is stretched across the stage 
at Centsal music hail. Notables attending 
the lrish national leagne convention began to 
gather in small groups abouttwo o'clock this 
afteenoon. G good sized band satinone of 
the galleries, directly opposite the stage, dis- 
coursing stirring airs. Immediately over 
their heads was another wide-stretching ban- 
1 er, inscribed in bold letters, ‘Ihe Man Dies, 
but bis Memory Lives.” 

The ecene presented in Central Music hall 
this afternoon was in many respects extraordi- 
nary. The beautiful auditorium was crowded 
to its utmost, delegates occupying the lobby 
end seats on the lower floor, while the boxes 
and gajleries had their fal! quota of ladies. 

There was @ tremendovs outburst of ap- 
plause on'the entrance of Michael Davitt, and 
aeanin wild cheering when the presence of 
birs. Parnell was recognized. The entire au- 
dience rose to their feet like one man and 
cheercd themselves hoarse when Michael 
Davitt, leaning onthe arm of Patrick Egan, 
and followed by the remaining Irish 
Celegates and other officers of the national 
league entered the hall. Visitors and oflicers 
made their way to the stage amid the shouts 
and plaudits of the crowd, and the first move 
was spontaneously towards Mrs. Parnell. Mr. 
Davitt and others warmly shook her by the 
hauc, while the cheering of the American 
delegates and audience seemed to know no 
bounds. An exquisitely wrought floral harp 
wes brought in and placed before the presi- 
dey.t’s chair. 

As President Egan arose, another wild out- 
burst of cheering rose from the convention, to 
be renewed again andagain. Mr. Egan rose 
and addressed the convention. The applause 
during Mr. Egen'’s address ‘was frequent. 
Mentio:s of Mr. Gladstone were enthasiasti- 
cally seceived, but when came the p'rase: 
“Peaceably if wecan, otherwise if we must,” 
the very galleries and roof seemed io shake. 
Three chcers for Wasbington. Gladstone aad 
Parnell were givenatthe close of Mr. Uzaa’s 
addrcse. 

Then Secretary Sutton read the call for the 
eonvention. He also reai a letter from Koay, 
Father Coraty, of Worccster, Mass., who was 
ucable tobe present on account of pressing 
engagements.

Mr.Sal- 
livan promptly deelined the honor, and 
called on from all sides for a speech, said that 
it was unnecessary. The business of conven- 
tion should proceed in order, and when it be- 
came eseentia] that heshould address the con- 
vention, they would find him ready. Mr. 
Sullivan turned slowly around and gazed at 
his audience steadily a momentin silence. 
He then moved that the roll of séates be called 
for the various delegations to present the 
nemes of their representatives in committees 
other than on credentials. The motion pre- 
vailed. 

Adjourned till tomorrow. 

‘As soon as the convention adjourned to- 
night about five hundred of the delegates, 
including Egan, Davitt, Sullivan, Redmond, 
O’Brien and Deasy walked over to the Irish- 
Awerican club rooms, where a reception was 
tendered to them by the club.

SHOT IN THE BACK. 


Thrilling Tragedy—Two Persons Murdered 
in the Indian Nation, 

CyuicaGco, August 18.—Special from Fort

Sunday evening, Lock Langley and Thomas 
Monroe renewed anold quarrel, while Monroe 
was on way to church with his family. Lang- 
ley began by cursing Monroe. Monroe told 
bim that ifhe had his gun with him he could 
rot treat himin that manner.

Monroe then told his oldest son, Allen, to 
go and getit. The boy started bat had oaly 
got a short distance when Langley shot him 
in tbe back with a lead of buckshot and then 
turned and shot a similar load into the 
body of the old man Monroe. Both 
father and son died immediately. The trag 
edy was witnessed only by the wife and small 
chiléren of murdered man, All ofthem were 
members of the Cherokee nation, and this 
comes under the jurisdiction of Cherokee 
courts, hence the punishment ‘Langley 
deserves may never be meted out to him.

THE DEMOCRATS OF OHIO AND

Obio end Pennsylvania Democracy Meet in Toledo 
an@ Adopt a Platform Indorsing Mr. Cleve- 
faBd’s A@ministration dnd Reaffirming 
“She Principles of the Party. 


TOLEDO, 0., August 18.—There was much 
anxious discussion last evening in the com- 
mittee @n resolutions of the democratic state 
convention. After blocking out the ground

Finding of the Body of the Treasurer of the Atlaatig 


Boston, August 18.—It has been definitely 
earncd that Gray, defaulting treasurer of the 
Atlantic and Indian Orchard mills, has com- 
mitted suicide. His body was found this 
morning at Blue bills. 
Search for the body began at 3 o’clock this 
mornin g by detectives, accompanied by Bos- 
on reporters, and others, and the woods were 
ecoured for a mile in the vicinity of where the 
team was found. The body was found by a 
young man who was alone at the time, and 
who, in his excitement, picked up and put ia 
his pocket Gray’s revolver, which lay by his 
side. The place where the body was found 
was aboutamile from the road. The body 
was lying on a high, flat boulder in a cleared 
space, with the sun shining fall inthe face, 
giving ita ghastly appearance. The position 
was easy and lifelike,and but for the pallor 
of the face there were no indications of death. 
A stream of blood flowed from a wound ia the 
heart. His vest was unbut- 
toned, and 66a blood stain was 
visible on the outer shirt. The tongue was 
clinched between the teeth and the mouth 
partly open. The weapon is a silyer seyen- 
barreled 32 calibre revolver, and has only one 
cbamber empty. From the appearance of the 
body, Gray had apparently been dead saveral 
hours. Behind the body, at the head of the 
rock, was a partly smoked cigar. The revolver

A MODEL PENAL INSTITUTION, 


How the South Carolina Penitentiary is Man- 

aged— How the Convicts are Employed, 

CoLtumBIA, 8, C., August 18 —[Special.] — 
The South Carolina penitentiary is an admira- 
biy managed institution. It is more than 
relf-sustaining; in fact it 
into the state treasury no 
considerable revenue. At present it contains 
987 convicts. A year ago the number was 913 
or forty-four fewer than now. About 600 of 
these convicts sleep in the penitentiary proper, 
being employed during the day in the shos 
factory and hosiery mills, at the state house or 
on the Columbia canal. The others are hirei 
out to contractors and work on railways, 
farms, or in phosphate mines, some being em- 
ployed in the brickyards a few miles below 
the city. About 90 per cent of the convicts 
are negroes. Among them are all descri 
tions of criminals, from the h 
ened murderer to the amateur 
petty-thicf. Some are serving life sentences, 
some are in for twenty years, while others are 
sentenced for short terms varying from one 
year to five years. The guards of the poni- 
tentiary are well disciplined, brave, alert, 
sober and trustworthy young men. The com- 
mandant of the force, Captain “Bill” Sleigh, 
is an excellent officer. Escapes are exceed- 
ingly rare, The grounds, baildings, shops, 
commissary, hospital, stables, etc, are kept 
scrupulously clean, and an air of thrifs and 
good management pervades the whole place. 
The mortality of the convicts is light, all 
things being taken into consideration. From 
the Ist of October, 1885, to the 18th day of 
August, 1886, forty-two deaths have occurred 
from various causes. Withia the past nine 
months about thirty-five pardons have ,been 
granted by Governor Sheppard and his prede- 
cessor, Governor Thompson, but in no case, it 
is claimed, was the pardoning power abused 
or employed unri ously,

Mr. Cleckler has been living at his present 
home about twenty years, and has raised a 
large family there. . Hio had seven daughters, 
six of whom are married, and his sons-in-law 
are 2mong Campbell’s very best citizens, The 
Cleckler homestead is a pleasant one, the farm 
a good one, and worshipping ’neath his Sown 
vine and fig tree, Mr. Cleckler and his family 
bave lived comfortably and happily for many 
years. He is a successful farmer, and one of 
the best and most respected of our citizens. 

Miss Emma, whose sad death by her own 
hard has spread a cloud of gricf over a happy 
home, waa the only daughter of the family re- 
maining unmarried. She was about twenty- 
five years old. 

Yesterday Mr. Cleckler and most of the 
family were absent from home, attending 
camp meeting, and the young lady chose this 
time to earry into effect her purpose of ending 
berlife.

Heat, Drought and Forest Fires. 

For a week past the thermometer has reg- 
istered from 105 to 112 in the shade in Texas 
and several of the northwestern states. In 
Dallas, Texfs, there were seven deaths from 
the heat last Monday, a greater rate of mor- 
tality from that canse than is reported from 
St. Louis, one of the worst summer cities in 
the country. 

Besides the excepiional heat, portions of 
Texas and the northwest have suffered from 
@ wide-spread and destructive drought. In 
some counties in Texas no rain has fallen in 
fourteen months. The drought appears to 
extend irregularly on the eastern side of the 
Rockies all the way down to the gulf of 
Mexico. As many of these districts depend 
entirely on one crop, it is plain that much 
sufiering will result from the diastrous 
weather. 

long with this spell of heat and drought 
- extensive forest fires are reported. Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin in particular have suf- 
ferred severely. At this season of the year 
when a fire starts on the grassy plains or in 
the dry forests it burns fiercely, and human 
efiort is powerless in the tace ofsuchan 
enemy. Nothing will extinguish it buta 
copious rain, andin its absence the flames 
rush on until they have devoured forests, 
farms and villages. In 1825a forest fire in 
ihe northwest was started by a band of In- 
dians who neglected to put out their camp 
fires. It destroyed 6,000 square miles of 
virgin fine forest, burned up three growing 
towns, killed 500 persons, and destroyed 
thousands of cattle and wild animals, be- 
sides the bnildings and crops on hundreds of 
farms. A piece of territory nearly as large 
as the state of Massachusetts was turned 
into a desert and remained so for half a cen- 
tury. 

The disaster of this summer is nearly as 
bad as the one of 1425. The damage reaches 
into the millions. The worst of it is that 
the forest lost in this way cannot be re- 
placed. Climatic changes ensue. Livers 
and streams dry up, and in the following 
years the territory thus laid waste is liable 
to be visited by cloud bursts and cyclones. 

We need rigid laws for the protection of 
onr timber lands, and a patrol system, with 
a code of si@mals that will enable the inhabi- 
_ tants of the surrounding country to be 

” Peomptiy summoned on the first appearance 
of aforestfire. Sometimesit is possible to 
pat out one of these conflagrations if it is 
taken in time, but delay is fatal. 


What Makes Good Citizens.

- yedicalextremes, In this country Philadel-

phia is a case in point. Inu no city in the 
world do so many working people own 
homes, The consequence is that the city 
never dreads such upheavals as they have in 
Chicago, because the workingmen having 
property at stake are always on the side of 
law and order, 

The men who own the country very nat- 
urally do not want to see it torn up, They 
constitute a kind of special police ready at 
&moment’s notice to preserve the peace. 
No government is safe where the masses are 
landless, but on the other hand, even a 
weak government is tolerably secure when 
the great majority of its citizens have prop- 
erty interests at stake.

A Senseless Law. 

Just as the Mexican war fever in the 
southwest is at its height, a correspondent of 
the New Orleans Times-Democrat writes the 
following discouraging communication: 

There is little reason to doubt that war with 
Mexico would be most popular in those states 
which belonged to the confederacy, or that many 
ex-confederates of all grades would prompt)y vol- 
unteer. Is it not well, then, to call their @iten- 
tion to the fact that, until congress shall repeal a 
law now on the statute book, not one of them who 
served inthe army or navy of the confederate 
states, whether as private or general, seaman or 
admiral, can hold a commission in the army or 
navy of the United States’ 

The president cannot set aside this law, and the 

United States senate within a year refused to re- 
peal it, the bill for its repeal being introduced, I 
think, by Senator Cockrell, of Missouri. The law 
is a shameful relic of that partisan hate now nearly 
consigned to oblivion, and raises the paradox that 
though any ofour “ex-rebels’’ might legally be- 
come president of the United States and com- 
mander of its army and navy, he could not law- 
fully be appointed to the grade of lieutenant. The 
senate having so lately refused to repeal this law 
as an act of gracé, may it not be well for our peo- 
ple to wait and see whether they will not do so as 
anexpediency. Possibly the veterans of Texas 
and other states will be willing to voluateer, with 
the knowledge that not oneof them can hope to 
rise above the grade of sergeant, and that they will 
consent to have their lieutenants, captains and 
other officers sent from the north, but I doubt it. 
Very few people, I think, in the south knew of 
tho existence of such a law, and by Cailing 
their attention to it you may prevent complica- 
tions. 
& The Times-Democrat very properly gets 
wrathy over this state of affairs, and de- 
nounces the law as a humiliation and a dis- 
grace which the country would have good 
cause to repent in case of a foreign war. 

We agree with our contemporary that 
there is not the slightest reason for allowing 
such a statute to remain in force. Of 
course, in the event of a sudden emergeney, 
the ex-confederates thus proscribed would 
not hesitate to do their duty, but there 
would be no sense in depriving the country 

of their services as officers, and congress 
would ddéubtless abolish their disability 
with all possible haste. But this action 
should have been taken before. Ina coun- 
try like ours, it is a national shame to allow 
this law to remain on the statute books 
twenty-one years after the close of our civil 
war. 
Judge Newman’s Appointment, 

The attempt of the Macon Telegraph to 
make it appear that Judge Newman is a sort 
of ward politician, who owes his appoint- 
ment to his political chicanery is a very 
small piece of business, An attempt was 
made to produce the same impression on the 
president, but letters from the governor, 
the governor-elect, two ex-governors, the 
chief justice and associate justices, the attor- 
ney-general, Congressman Hammond, the 
district attorney, a large majority of the At- 
lanta bar, and scoresof lawyers in other 
cities, testified in the strongest terms to his 
emivent fitnmessand ability for the judge- 
ship. It is doubtful if any man ever went 
before President Cleveland with stronger, 
sincerer, more earnest indorsements than 
were presented for Captain Newman. 

It need not be denied that Judge New- 
man has always taken an active interest in 
public affairs. When a mere boy he left his 
right arm in the trenches around Atlanta as 
a sort of evidence that he believed in stand- 
ing squarely .up with his people. In the 
tenible struggles against carpet- bag domina- 
tion in Georgia he was a dauntless and 
trusted leader, and in face ofall threats and 
dangers he then won and deserved the 
gratitude of the people. Since then he has 
been staunch with his friends, wisein dem- 
ocratic counsels, safe as an adviser and tire- 
less as a worker. It would be better forthe 
party and thestateif all intelligent men 
gave such attention to public affairs as 
Captain Newman has given. 

But the insinuation that his appointment 
ig a mere political reward and depended on 
his political wire-pulling is false and un- 
just. Hewon it on his merits as a lawyer 
andaman. His appointment has been re- 
ceived with nsarked gratification. His ca- 
reer as a judge will morethan justify pub- 
lic expectations, and put to shame the be- 
littling eflorts of those who criticise him on 
purely geographical and political reasons. 


iinterprise on the Farms. 

As little as people think of it, the farm of- 
fers great room for a display of enterprise 
and thrift. In fact, the farmer needs to be 
far more business-like than the average 
business man of the towns. Take, for ex- 
ample, the affairs of an improved farm 
where advanced agriculture is a reality. 
Real business tact is shown on every hand. 
There is some prejudice against ‘‘advanced 
agiriculture,’’ but let us see what that sort of 
farming really is. 

In the first place, advanced agriculture 
means small farms well managed, improved 
machinery, close neighbors and mote advan- 
tagesevery way. When a country is new, 
land plentiful and population scattered, 
there is not so much fault to be found with 
the man who lives leisurely, letting the fu- 
ture take care of itself,and even taking 
little thought for the present. But when 
population has come, railroads traverse the 
country, and markets are created for the 
prodacts of the farm, it is a careless man 
who lets opportunities slip throggh his 
fingers. A farmer should make every edge 
cut and should strive to make bis home in- 
crease in comfortsand value every year. It 
isabad policy that does not improve the 
land each season. 

Georgia is peenliarly blessed. Our cli- 
mate is not surpassed on the face of the 
earth, and our soil is susceptible of the 
highest culture. Thomas county land, uno- 
der high eulture, has produced 119 bushels 
of corn per acre, at a profit of $77. In 
the same county %443 has been cleared on 
an acre of cane, In Brooks county over 

2,200 was cleared in one year on atwo 
horse farmi. A single acre of Georgia land 
bas produced four bales of cotton. These 
cases taken at random show what Georgia soil 
can do. Very few states can grow such ya- 
ried and abundant crops as are yearly pro- 


duced by the farmers of this state, When 
they get fully down to living at home,get their 
big farms divided up, turn their attention 
to making one acre produce what two or 
three now yield, buy only,what they cannot 
raise, and, above all, pay spot casb, their 
state will blossom as the rose and the 
farmers will be the most independent people 
in the land. 

There is no overestimating the value of 
e0 managing that a few hundred dollars will 
remain in the pocket when the year’s work 
is wound up. It makes a man proud and it 
makes him two-fold more industrious, to 
end the year with silver jingling in his 
pocket, Make up your mind to try it, 


Tue New York Star makes the pleasing 
announcement that Klunder, the florist, will 
soon resume business. In floral dec@rations, 
Klunder isan artist worthy to rank with any 
master of palette and brush. Artists, like 
poets, are born, not made; but the florists’s 
apprentice must go through a long course of 
training before he becomes a flower artist. 
The first lesson is attaching buds to tooth- 
picks with fine wire, which is a delicate oper- 
ation, as the wire must be neither too close or 
too loose. The buds must not wither nor fall 
off from careless trimming. Button hole and 
corsage bouquets are the next step, and by de: 


grees the apprentice weaves initials, 
monograms, wedding bells, umbrel- 
las, and. all floral designs sacred 
to marriage, death aud dinners.

Yesterday's meeting of the Teachers’ Inati- 
tute showed continued interest. The le 
of Atlanta are always interested where public 
education is concerned. 

Prof, Caldwell entered upon quadratic equa- 
tions, He announced that he will delivar 
another lecture on that subject today. 

Dr. G. G. Groff gave an excellent discussion 
of heredity. A great many mental and phys- 
ical traits are inherited. Education has for its 
object the elevation of the race, and ay aaeeee 
ting one generation we are really elevating 
not only that but many succeeding ones, The 
education of the negroes and Indians must be 
a work of time. It cannot be done quickly, 

Dr. Groff will teday lecture on cells, the 
ultimate constituents of the human body. 
The subject is a new one in science, and 
highly interesting. Dr. Orr discussed the 
“conservatism of the public school system.” 
The founders ot the system were a number of 
educators Which composed in 1870 the Geor- 
gia Teacher’s association. These gentlemen, 
among whom were our present state superin- 
tendentand the former superintendent of the 
Atlanta schools, presented a plan to the con: 
stitutional convention of 1568 which, in its 
essential parts, was adopted. By the provis- 
ions of this plan, education was entirely sep- 
arated from politics, Moreover, by certain 
sections the control was placed entirely in the 
hands of the intelligent, property holding cit- 
izens, Which term was then almost identical 
with the white race. Control is still in the 
same hands. 

Mrs. Mallon gave a beautiful and interest- 
ing lecture on “colors.” It was delivered in 
her usual happy style and in her fluent, accu- 
rate, well-chosen English. The young teach- 
ers are every day heard expressing the wish 
that they could sit under the constant instruc- 
tion of this cultured educator. 

Professor Lane gave his excellent methods 
of teaching mathematical geography. He 
taught latitude and longitude, and made the 
explanation so clear and simple that the 
youngest pupilcould understand it. Profes- 
sor lane is a practical instructor in modes of 
teaching. 

Major Slaton’s methods of teaching fractions 
are, perhaps, the best used at the present day. 
He impresses them forcibly on the minds of 
the teachers. 

Superintendent Baker yielded his place to 
Professor J. H. Chappell, who delivered a lec- 
tureon “Understanding and Intuition.’’ Haus 
lecture ¢mphasized the vaiue and function of 
intuition, Instuition is that subtle faculty 
which gives to man the deepest truths he 
knows—truths which the understanding could 
never conceive. The Bible and Shakspeare 
are exhaustless funds cf intuitive truths. In- 
tuition 3s the master of the. mind, 
Appeals to understanding are fu- 
tile com paired to appeals direct 
to the native instinct and intuition, Intui- 
tion alone can combat the gross material doc 
trines, (as evolution) nowin vogue. Itis by 
intuition that we combat the philosophy which 
teaches that there is nothing in the universe 
but dirt. Intuition refutes the “religion of 
dirt.” The exponent ofthe understanding is 
science. Theexponentof intuition is litera- 
ture. Scienceis now supreme. But acom- 
parison of two great representatives will show 
which wears the palm. Spencer’s psychology 
pretends to give an exposition of all the facul- 
tiesofthe mind, Shakspeare covers exactly 
the same ground. Who willdeny that Shak- 
speare’s knowledge of man’s mind far excels 
fpencer’s? 

But, higher than Shakspeare, the deepest 
truths ever written concerning man were 
written by Job, and David and Solomon—the 
work of inspired intuition. 

Intuition gives us poetry, it gives us art, it 
gives ps music, it givesus all the arts which 
>cottish philosophers ealled ‘‘the humanities.” 
Last of all, it gives us religion, Intuition is 
the teacber’s best guide. His calling especially 
needs its transcendental admonitions. 

Professor Chappell’s lecture, while upon a 
metaphysical subject, was practical in its 
nature, showing that nothing is more practical 
than the cultivation of the sensibilities. 

Professor Chappell failed to lecture in the 
courthouse last night, having been assigned a 
place on the regular programme. 

Mr. Bradley made a sketch from still life.

DISCIPLINE IN THE SCHOOL, 


What the Georgia Teachers’ Association Dis. 
cussed Yesterday. 


The association assembled at five p. m., Pre- 
fessor 8, C. Caldwell in the chair. 

Professor Lane opened the discussion on the 
subject “School Discipline,” by saying: 

“A school without good discipline isa fail- 

ure, In order to secure good discipline in my 
school, 1 have it understood the first day that 
Iam sole master. Boys are more easily con- 
trolled than girls. There are violations of 
law that require whipping. I never make any 
offer of rewards to secure good work or behav- 
ior. By wy pianI secure the confidence of 
my boys, Of course Ido not whip the girls, 
but I have found at leastone out ofa thou- 
sand that needed about tWenty good straps. 
_ Professor Lambdin—y think this the most 
important of all school management. 
No teacher can be successfal 
in instructing a pupil unless he be a 
good disciplinarian. I have never succeeded 
in finding that a boy was benefitted after he 
bad required three whippings. I try to make 
a child know thatmy controlling motive is for 
his good. 

Mr. Thigpen—Without punishment there 
can be no government. The object of punish- 
ment is to reform the offendor, to nrevent 
wrong-doing and to maintain. law. The best 
teacher is he who maintains his discipline 
with the least punishment, eep 
the children actively engaged in employ: 
ment which is agreeable; this, with the 
personal influenoe of the teachers tends to 
prevent the necessity for punishment. Every 
teacher should be held directly responsible 
for the discipline of his or her own class. If 
they prove incompetent remove such and 
secure those that can be entrusted with the 
discipline. Corporal punishment shouid be 
used only as a last resort. I will advocate the 
abolition of corporal punishment when the 
sense of honor is thoroughly developed among 
a)l classes of the people. 

Professor Means—In h{s own scl.ool he held 
every Thursday afternoon a court in which 
every offender deserving corporal 
punishment was tried, first 
two times a boy was cited before the court 
he might bave leinency shown him, bat after 
that be was apt to have strict justice admin- 
istered him with energy, zealand discretion, 
He advocated schools of coriection for every 
city, so as to provide for rough, bad boys who 
cannot be retained in the schools. 

Owing to the universal interest shown in 
this subject the discussion will be continued at 
this afternoon's session, at 5 p. m, The pab.

‘Did you see.a man wearing a blue coat?” 

“I did not.” 

“Can you change me twenty-five cents?” 

“] can not,” 

Umber turned his head and received a hard 
blow, which was administered with a piece of 
iron ore. He fell stunned, and as he arose he 
ran away. Harris was scared and ran also. 
The negro who hit Umber ran after him and 
caught him, He attempted to strike him 
again and missed hislick. He was caught by 
Umberand held, The highwayman utcered a 
shrill whistle, which brought his companions 
tothe scene. Umber yelled “murder,” but his 
mouth was gagged, and the crowd robbed him 
of $26 and left himin an unconscious state. 
While being robbed, a pistol was held to his 
face and he was powerless to do anything but 
look down the cold steel barrel and give up his 
money. The negroes, after going through his 
clothes, left him. The men who did the rob- 
bing were supposed to have been discharged 
railroad hands who are now loafing about the 
city.

Remarkable Insects Sent to the Depart: 
ment of Agriculture.

From a report of the entomoiogist at Wash- 
ington we learn that “they gwing! live in 
moist plaeer, near water, and form passages 
or galleries in the soil. The Euaropsan 
species are said to lay from two to four 
hundred eggsines nest or kind of chamber 
under the earth. They feed on vegetable and 
animal fubstamces and willeat raw meat; 
when pressed for food will even kill and de- 
vour each other. A correspondent of the 
vational department of agriculture sent some 
specimens from Virginia several years ago 
where he said they were very numerous and 
bad ee nearly his whole cropof pota- 
toes, which were planted in moist ground. 
They alsoinjure grassand vegetables, and 
fomctimes green by burrowing into it 


and cutting off the roots. They 
are said to do much damage 
to young sugar cane in the 
West Indies, by destroying the 


shoets and boring into the cane, They 
are not very numerous in this county and lit- 
tle damage to crops from them is reported, yet 
in some parts of Europe they are plentifaland 
caid:to do much damage to field and garden 
crops. 

Mr. Hall says they are newtohim and 
probably to his section also. If they become 
s0 pumerous as to damage crops, they can be 
readily poisoned by placing grated turnips or 
mashed boiled potatoes, mixed with arsenic or 
palis green near their burrows, though as

To the querry of a CoNnsTITUTION reporter 
as to how he produced the early maturity of 
his « ojton he said: 

“Tt is simple enough. For several years I 
have earcfally selected and saved my seed for 
planting from the first picking. By this 
method I have greatly improved my seed, and 
each seacon advanced the maturity of my 
crop toan earlier date. Thenagain, I cuiti- 
vate my crop thoroughly and rapidly—push it 
from the start. There are many advantages 


in getting R crop off early 
In the first lace the sample 
from fruit matured while the plant 


is in vigorous growth is better and grades 
higher than that matured on the plant in the 
last stages of decay. Then you get your crop 
offand out of the way beforethe bad weather 
generally sets in, and are ready too, to begin | 
preparations for another year’s crop.” .

SAVANNAH SHUT OUT. 


THE ATLANTA CHAMPIONS ME&T 
THE SAVANNAH TEAM. 


The Firet ofthe Atlanta Sevannah Series is Won by 
the Champions in the Presence of a Crushing 
Crowd—No League Umpire Turne Up 
and Guneson, of Atlanta, Officiates. 


The man who did not get a doliar’s worth of 
fun out of yesterday’s game, must have been 
blind and deaf. It was magnificently played 
allthe way through. The clubs are very 
nearly equally matched, and every point was 
guerded with skill. Today’s game will be 
even more interesting. 

It was unfortunate that Umpire McQuade 
left the city and jamped his contract, Mr. 
Gunson filled his place fairly well, but gave 
every close decision, without exception, to the 
visiting team. His evident desire to be fair 
carried him, frequently, too far, and he made 
decisions against Atlanta that she was clearly 
entitled to. There was not a single close de- 
cision in which he gave Atlanta the advantage. 
As it turned out, this was fortunate, a; it lefs 
even the most ardent admirers of the visitors 
no room to complain. It is hoped that a league 
umpire will be on hand today. McQuade is, 
in our opinion, the best of the league umpires, 
and, as we stated in yesterday’s papor, his ap- 
pearance on the field is the assurance of a per- 
fectly fair and straight game.

The practice of the Atlantas en- 
tertained them at first, but finally became 
monotonoags, 

At a quarter past three the Savannahs came 
upon the ground in their neat grey uniforms. 
Asthe men walked out upon the diamond the 
Savannah visitors who had congregated in the 
west end of the grand stand began applauding. 
The spectators on the bleeching boards respon- 
ded by yelling: .

"THE MISSING UMPIRE. 


M'QUADE AS SHADOWED ABOUT 
BY A DBTECTIVE. 


we 
He Reaches Atlanta and the Detective Keaps Him in 
S'gtt end Gees Wheat He Does—He Hears « 
Cc nversation Between MoQuade and Ar- 
undel— Efforts to Stop McQuade, 


McQuade’s failure to appear upon the 
grounds and umpire the-game caused a great 
deal of dissatisfaction to the members of both 
teams and their friends,and his conduct was 
severely criticised. McQuade made his first 
appearance as an umpire in the Southern 
league in Atlanta, and it was the Atlanta di- 
rectors and the Atlanta players and 
the Atlanta papers that first in- 
doreed his work and brought him out promi- 
nently as the best umpire inthe south. He 
had many admirersin Atlanta all won by his 
square fair work. He knew that Atlanta has 
always respected umpires and has never treat- 
ed one roughly, and every body was ata loss 
to account for his failure to turn up at the ap- 
pointed time. 

McQuade reached Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing, and when he stepped off the train at the 
union psssenger depot Detective Jones put an 
optic on him. The detective had been hired 
to shadow McQuade and he followed him 
closely, The detective’s story is the only ex- 
planation of McQuade’s absence. It is a sensa- 
tional story and is best told in the language of 
Detective Jones. He says: 

THE DETECTIVE’S STATEMENT. 

“T was hired by Mr. Steve Ryan to shadow 
M: Quade, and I did so. I saw Haas and other 
men t to him in a _ quict, private 
way. Just before the Macon 
team left I eaw  McQaade pay 
bis hotel bill, take his baggage and go to the 
depot and get on the Macon train. I then sent 
word to Mr. Ryan, and in a short time Mr. 
John Ryan came to the depot and entered the 
car where McQuade was. My task was then 
dene, and I don’t know whatany one said to 
McQuade except what Tug Arundel svid.”’ 

“What was that ?” 

“Tug was the last man to speak to McQuade, 
and his words were: 

‘“‘ ‘Now, that’s all right, Mac.’ , 

“ ‘Yes, perfectly eatisfactory,’ answered Mc- 
Qua’ e. 

“Then you'll go away ?’ answered Tug, in a 
tore indicating pleasure. 

**Ves,”’ answered McQuade. 

‘Then I’m glad of it,’ said Tug. 

“And they parted.” 

WHAT MR. RYAN SAYS, 

Mr. John Ryan was approached and asked 
for a recount of what happened between him- 
se}f and McQuade. 

“Well,” he said, “when we heard that Mc- 
Quade was going off, brother Steve was busy 
and sent me to see What was the matter. I 
found McQuade in the car and asked : 

“*Where are you going ?’ 

“*To Macon to get my money and go 
home,’ be answered. 

‘But ain’t you going to umpire here?’ 

“*Nary a umpize.’ 

‘“ ‘Why ? 

“ ’Canse Haas tuld me that I’d be mobbed if 
I tried it, and I ain’t ready for that yot. I’m 
fixed and I am going.’ 

“T tried to pursuade him te stay but he 
would’nt.”’ 

Mr. Ryan adds that he remained on the 
train for some time trying to persuade Mc- 
(uace to remain, but ue refused to do so. 

DIRECTOR HAAS’S TALK, 

When these rumors became circulated they 
caused quite a feeling, and Mr, Haas was sub- 
jected to considerable adverse criticism. Late 
in the evening a CONSTITUTION reporter saw 
Mr. Haas and asked him about it. 

“Why,” he said, “there is no truth whatever 
in the statement, and apart from the fact that 
I did notspeak to Mr. McQuade, the entire 

-declaration is a lie. This morning I caw 
McQuade and asked : 

“‘Are you going to umpire the game this 
evening?’ 

“I bad heard in the mean time that he 
had said he would not and he answered me by 
saying: 

“*T don’t know.’ 

“Subsequently I saw Mr. Brown and spoke to 
him about it, and then still later in the 
the day I saw McQuade again,and again asked 
bim if he was going to umpire the game, 
That time he answered: 

‘Oh, I guess so.’ 

“He was then talking to Cline, of the At- 
lantas, and I presume he heard as well as did 
others, and that is all.” ) 

“And you did not tell him he would be 
mobbed?” ' 

“Most certainly not. The idea is absurd. It 
is preposterous, and I can’t see that even a 
denial of it is neceesary on my part. It cer- 
tainly is not where Iam known. The truth is 
I was instrumental in having McQuade as- 
signed to Atlanta. I telegraphed President 
Proudfit Saturday night, at both New York 
and Saratoga, asking McQuade to be sent 
here, and when he failed to show up, I was as 
much disappointed and surprised as any one, 
and knew nothing of his leaving. How ab-

necessity be substituted.” 
HANK O’DAY HAS A WORD. 

Later in the night Hank O’Day, the Savan- 
nah pitcher the champions yesterday paralyz- 
ot eRe a CONSTITUTION reporter and 
said: 

“There is no use talking about Savannah 
swapping McQuade away forI know that we 
did not. McQuade told me today that he had 
been offered money by Mr. Ryan, of the At- 
lantas, tostay and umpire the es in Atlan- 
ta’s favor and said that he could not and 
would not de so.” 

TUG ARUNDEL PUTS IN A WORD, 

Subsequent to’ hearing O’Day’s statement, 
the reporter ascertained that MoQuade had 
said about the same thing to Tug Arundel. 
The celebrated catcher was found and asked 
for a confirmation or refutation of the rumor. 
He eaid: 

“McQuade did tell me that one of the Atlan- 
ta cflicers had offered him money to stay and 
give the games to Atlanta, or something like 
that. McQuade said he would notdo it. I 
don’t know what McQuade said to O'Day.”
